It consists of a platform, asystem of combined
levers and two uprigkt handies, the whole being
in very compact shape and handsomely linlshad,
g0 that the machine wounld not make a bad
article of furniture In any room, though as
heavy li{iing can be done as Dr, Winship him-
eelf wounld care to nndertake. In this machine
no welghts are employed to strain the museles of
But his own welght, when stand-
ing on o platform, 18 lifted by an Ingenious
arrapgement of levers, so combined witha move-
able fulecrum that, while the welght of the
operator is consiaut, the resistance thereon
upon the bands of the person lifting can be |
ralsed to any amounnt.

MAYOR FOX'S SPERECH.

Fellow Citizens—I have to thank you for the
onor you have done me in ealling me to the ebhair,
It Is but geldom that the obligation devolves upon
Councils to lnvite a conference with their fellow-
citizens in mass meeting assembled, in relation to
matters of pubiie concern; and it ever there was a
necessity for such a course that oceaslon presents
fteelf at this time.

A deep-laid echeme of legisiation has developed
iteelf, which, It suceesstfel, will change the whole
character of our clty government, and place the
entire control and management of the city's fran-
chiges and powers in the hands of & fow men se-
leoted in secret aud by 1hoeo who will not tel),

And members of the Legislature, many of whom
reside at great distances from here, and natarally
have but little interestin our loeal matters, are to
bo persunded that this seandalous outrsge upon
your rights |8 to be for the publie good.

And, to add to Ita uwrmuf.fmwcr is to be given
to these men for a long perfod of yeuars, and that,
too, without the slightest volee of the people of
Philadelphia.

It is proposed that this ol:qnm‘h{l—lt is nothing
less—shall take posscssion of all the pablic pro-

swerty and rent it as lhef may deam proper, régu-
ate and control the pubiie Wighways, and pave and
re-pave, and with whatever material as they may
please, open streete wherever and in whatever direc-
tion'and at whatsver cost they may deem proper,
take eszion of the water works and regulate the
